It must tse tvief, not exceeding 5(K> words if in Engfeh or if translated into English. 

It should not be oonhned with and does nd replace the letter indicating the dmerences t>e«ween the claimB 
as filed and as amended. It must be filed on a separate sheet and must t>e identified as such by a heading, 
preferat>ly by using the words *Statement under Article 1 9(1).* 

It may not contain any disparaging comments on the intemational search report or the relevance of citations 
contained in that report. Reference to citations, relevant to a given daim. contained in the Intemationat search 
report may tie made only in connection with an amendment of that claim.
